BASTERN STATES. 


{New Youn, July 8—Continuation of yes- 
terday’s report.—Ep-] 

A fre alarm was rang, and firemen reached 
the scene and pone extinguished the 
flames. The acene of the disaster is a sor- 
rowful sight. “For 150 feet the tracks are 
lined with debris of destroyed engines and 
cars. One hundred men are working clear- 
ing away the rubbish; hundreds of people 
are congregated at the scene.. One man 
jamped out of a window at the moment of the 
acccident, and saved himself. All the killed 
were employees of the road. The general 
impression is that the accident was the result 
of criminal negligencé on the part of the em- 
ployees of the road. All travel is now sus- 
penced on this road. Geo. Hill, engineer, 
was rescued alive, under the engine. Frank 
Kieman, engineer, terribly mangled, died in 
ten miintes. Daniel White, brakeman, H. 
W. NcGanks, fireman, George Banks, engin- 
eer—killed. The number of passengers in- 
jured cannot be less than 30. 

There is every prospect of a riot on next 
Weduesday, in New York. It seems that the 
Orangemen will parade, and the Irish will 
openly resert to violence tu prevent them 
doing so. It is currently reported that mem- 
bers of the Irish societies to the number of 
12,000 are arming, aud will appear on the 
12th for the purpose of carrying their threats 
into execution ; while it.is geuverally under- 
stood that 5,000 Orangemen will march that 
any ready to defend themselves from attacks. 

"New Youx, July 10—This evening, before 
it was generally | Ewa that Superintendent 
Kelso had issued bis order, there were largely 
attended meetings of the Order of Hibernians 
in this city. Brooklyn and Jersey City dele- 
gates of Irish societies held a secret meeting 
in the Hibernia Hall in this city, A large 
crowd collected outside, discussing the par- 
ade and swearing they would break it ap, no 
matter what the priests said, It is said there 
were 15,000 Irish volunteers, fully armed 
and ready to resist the Orange parade. 

New Yoru, July 9—The threatening atti- 
tude assumed by the Irish Catholics towards 
the Orangemen has been thought of sufficient 
importance, by Archbishop McCloskey to in- 
duce bim to do allin his power to prevent 
an outbreak, He notified the clergy to speak 
of the coming demonstration at each mass to- 
day and advise the congregations to abstain 
from any rash act, and to allow the Orange- 
men to pass in| peace. Mayor Hall asserts 
that such measures have been taken to pre- 
vent 4 riot, that it is an impossibility ; yet 
itis known that several Hibervian Clubs 
have made arrangements for target shooting 
and intend to meet the procession of Orange- 
men pursuant to instructions from Arch- 
bishop McCloskey. The clergy of the city 
delivered to-day in all churches and at ail 
masses appeals to their several congregations 
not to interfere in any way with Orangemen 
on Wednesday. It appears to have had some 
effect on good Catholics generally, but the 
Fenian element which combines in its ranks 
vast. numbers of other iuhabitants is still 
tarbulent. 

There were five persons killed and 15 
wounded by the Newark Railway disaster. 

Wasuixeton, July 9—A special says con- 
siderable auxiety is feit bere for the future 
movements of Admiral Rodgers, relative to 
the Corean difficulty, Tt is now feared that 
the matter has net progressed satisfactorily, 
from the latest news received.

THE PEACE BIVER EXCITEMEMT 


Has attracted a good. many men here, en 
route 4 those diggings; and from conversa- 
tions I have beld with intelligent miners 
passing through Colville, I am of opinion 
that this is the best route for travellers from 
Idaho, Eastern Oregon, or Walla Walla, viz.: 
via the Mullan Road to Snake river, and so 
across ‘Spokane Jimmy’s Bridge,'’ and on to 
Colville, where good ferry boats cross the 
Columbia near the old British Commission 
Barracks. 1 find that a good deal of dissat- 
isfaction exists amongst the travelling public, 
at the obstacles thrown in the way of pros- 
pectors, by the respective governments of 
British Columbia and the United States, io 
regard to the animals passing the Custom 
Houses. For instance, horses. going from 
Colville to, say Paace river, have to pay 
duties on reaching the British Custom House, 
at Soyoos Lake, when that payment is sup- 
pesed to make them “British”; so that, 
should the owuer eveu immediately retura to 
thie, the American side, Uncle Samuel forth- 
with drops on him for duties on bis animals, 
so that the struggling miners are ‘‘double- 
banked’’ in this matter; and although this 
rule undoubtedly ‘works both ways,’’ to the 
depletion of the generally not over-filled 
pockets of the hardy miners; whose interests 
{ humbly think all governments should en- 
deavor (and for their own sakes, too,) to up- 
hold, yet it is nevertheless a very poor rule. 
As many more men may be expected this 
way during the Summer, bound to Peace 
river, a more liberal policy on the part of the 
governments, as relates to animals passing 
from the American to the British side, and 
vice versa, might be adopted without loss to 
the revehues, and with much accommoda- 
tion to the men who undergo so much peril 
and hardship to develope the country, and 
to whom the Government should, instead of 
interposing a stumbling block, rather lend a 
helping hand. 

‘ne Columbia river has not been so high 
bere for many years, and on farms lying low 
and near the river, considerable damage is 
already inflicted by the unasual overflow.
